The annual bulletin of the National Safety Counicl reveals 
some interesting and harrowing facts. We are shocked by the 
tragedies of war—the deaths that result in conflict and the 
crippled and maimed bodies. War is a sad and terrible thing. 
Yet when one considers the casualties of war with those In 
times of peace, some startling figures are revealed, 

In the World war 50,500 American soldiers were killed in 
combat or died of wounds received in battle. Twice that nuun- 
ber of persons lost their lives in accidents in the United States 
last year.

It is a com- | 
bat never ended by an armistice. It has been going on, year | 
after year, with varying degrees of intensity, and will go on !} 
forever, so far as our ability to peer into the future can throw | 
any light upon the subject. The general trend is toward a | 
constantly greater casualty list. There was a slight recession | 
during the depression, and then an upturn with the beginning | 
of recovery to a new high mark last year. 

Death and human suffering are not the only consequences 
of this accident record. There is also a staggering dollars and 
cents bill to pay. Wage losses, medival expense and the over- | 
head cost of insurancee runs up to a total of nearly two and a | 
half billion dollars. The added property damage of fires and | 
automobile accidents, brings the total to nearly three and a half | 
billions, nearly as much as will be spent to put jobless men on 
payrolls during the coming year. And this again is not an ex- 
traordinary expense for one year only, but a continuing one. 
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More Sott Drinkers—And More Hard Drinkers 


In these days since the repeal of prohibition, when there 
has been a great increase in the amount of intoxicating liquors 
consumed there are some things that appear difficult to under- 
stand.. For instance, it is said that America’s largest selling | 
soft drink, Coea Cola, which naturally soared to a new high 
during prohibition years, has now exceeded that high mark. 

When the sale of beer beeame legal again it was expected 


that there would be a slump in the sales of soft drinks. ‘With 
this idea in mind holders of stoeks in the Coca Cola corcern 
rushed to unload them. But the slump did not come. Instead, 
it is said the sales have kept increasing until the stock, as well 
as the sales, are now at all-time high. 

Experts profess to be puzzled by this phenomena—but here’s 
a fellow who thinks he has the correet answer: Prohibition 
made possible the bringing up of a generation to adult age 
during a time when the sale of beer as a beverage was illegal. 


Therefore, the youth of those days got the habit of drinking the 
harmless soft drinks—and have continued it. 


We hear that prohibition did not prohibit—which we admit 


it did not to as great an extent as it should have done. This 
was especially true of those who had formed the beer and 
hard drink habit before prohibition became a law. When 


they couldn't get it legally they got it from their bootlegger. 
However, it is also true that when alcoholic liquors were not 
openly offered for sale there were many thousands of youths 
who did not form the drink habit—and they are still drinking 
the soft fountain drinks 

Therefore the great concern of the country at this time is 
the large number of yvouths—millions of them, both boys and 
girls—whom the liquor interests are extending their fangs to 
ensnare. And the liquor sellers are getting them. It is no un- 
eommon thing to see drunken youths. We have never seen a 
time when drinking among the young people was as common 
as it is today. And they are forming a habit that is certain 
to produce the largest number of degenerates the world has 
ever seen—uniless something drastic is done mighty soon to stop 
it.

~ SUBJECT OF TALK 


Officer Speaks to Club 
Members Here 





A representation of many clubs 
and other organizations heard a 
most interesting discussion of the 
youth problem today noon at the 
Upland Inn. It was the regular

‘The speaker was Ken Scudder, 
probation officer for Los Angeles 
county, who gave his subject as 
1“Reaching Unattached Youth,” the 
speaker undoubtedly being an au- 
thority on the topic. Among other 
very pointed statements Mr. Scud- 
‘der said that crime will never be 
reached until the community does 
something about it—and he pro- 
ceeded to demonstrate by means of 
electric transcription what has 
been accomplished in the Echo 
park district of Los Angeles; also 
giving other notable instances of 
improvement when the youth prob- 
lem was handled properly. Mr. 
Scudder told of the coordinating 
council plan which has handled 
the situation so well in Los An- 
geles county and which is being 
patterned after by other places. 

As an example of what can be 
done in a small community Mr. 
Scudder told what has been ac- 
complished at Lancaster, at which 
place an average of fifteen de- 
linquencies per year among young 
people has been reduced to none. 
Right contacts, supervision and 
proper recreation is the solution of 
the youth delinquency problem. 
He complimented Upland’s recrea- 
tion center and facilities and his 
address was one of the most in- 
formative and interesting heard 
here for some time. 

Avery Allen, club secretary, in- 
troduced the speaker and Presi- 
dent A. C. Reynolds presided for

president, having served the club 
most efficiently and handled the 
meetings in an admirable manner.
